Services Needed 

What are the services needed the handicapped 
child? They can (1) health and medi- 
cal services, (2) education and (3) welfare services. 
providing health services there must program 
casefinding, followed diagnosis and adequate 
treatment. These services, over and beyond general 
medical care, almost always involve expensive and pro- 
longed medical and surgical treatment. This type 
service expensive, too expensive for many families 
carry thus, financial assistance meeting the 
costs highly specialized services essential for many 
families. 

Special educational methods must carried out 
adequately serve the handicapped child specially 
trained teachers are necessary for the hard hearing 
and the deaf, the partially seeing and the blind, the 
palsied child and others with loss motor 
coordination, slow learners, those with speech deficien- 
cies. Vocational guidance and training constitute 
essential part the handicapped child’s educational 
program. 

Welfare agencies have interest seeing that the 
handicapped child, along with all children, has the 
opportunity enjoy intact home, with adequate 
housing and proper nutrition. Every effort should 
made permit the handicapped child live 
environment nearly normal possible. 


implementation Services 
How are these services implemented California? 
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health, education and and the voluntary 
agencies, which constitute the community’s action 
groups, work together. 

California has extensive official program carried 
the State Departments Public Health, Educa- 
tion and Mental Hygiene and county health and wel- 
fare departments. The Bureau Crippled Children 
Services the State Health Department through 
health welfare departments during 1951 
served total 34,437 children, which 21,084 
received clinic diagnosis services, and hospital and 
convalescent were provided 6,168 children. 
Every county the State, except one, now conduct- 
ing approved program for physically handicapped 
children—some much more complete than others. 

These local programs official agencies receive 
financial assistance from state and federal funds, plus 
funds raised locally through mandatory minimum 
appropriation one-tenth mill each dollar 
assessed valuation. Cases are referred almost equal 
numbers private physicians requesting financial 
assistance for families unable provide 
eare and from public health nurses local health 
departments who discover children with untreated 
handicapping conditions. Schools and private hospitals 
account for much smaller percentage the referrals. 


The program which provides special schools for cere- 
bral palsied children was planned joint responsi- 
bility the State Departments Education, Mental 
Hygiene, and Public Health. 1947 the Legislature 
appropriated funds help local school districts with 
this problem, followed additional funds provided 
the 1949 Legislature. February 1952, there 
were special schools for cerebral palsied children 
established counties the State with approx- 
imately 2,000 children receiving treatments through 
these centers. 


Casefinding, medical supervision, and therapy 
services for the state-wide program are effected through 
regularly established conferences held under auspices 
the State Department Public Health.

End 


Six months ago the State Department 
Health reported its joint sponsorship, with the City 
and County Health Departments Los Angeles anj 
with U.C.L.A., tryouts new test for 
which may the most accurate method yet 
for diagnosis this disease. Carried the 
disease programs the two health departments, 
so-called Treponema Pallidum Immobilization test was 
used only cases where standard blood testing 
had produced doubtful diagnoses syphilis, such 
false positives. 


The test has now been used for 200 
whom the diagnosis syphilis was doubt.

half did not. Most the doubtful cases 
finally ‘‘not syphilis’’ would have required 
testing over period from four eight months with 


standard tests before the possibility infection could 
have been finally excluded. contrast, the TPI test 
because its specificity, provides definitive result 
approximately one week.

San Jose 1948 this innovation has spread rapidly 
throughout the Country and has been used various 
forms least states. California has added three 
more such surveys the total. 

Three local health departments and other community 
agencies Southern California have just completed 
multiphasie projects for the early detection 
certain diseases. previous surveys these were 
entirely voluntary and individual test results are 
treated confidential information. All the projects 
were spontaneous local developments conducted 
agencies.
